SWIFT JUSTICE 
FOR MATHIS. 



Mayfield Brute Tried, Con- 
victed and Hanged 
Within an Hour. 



KENTUCKY'S EXAMPLE. 



Within Six Days After the 
Crime Was Committed 
Negro is a Corpse. 



Mayfield, Ky., Aug. 1.— The hang- 
ing of Allen Mathis. the negro who 
criminally assaulted Miss Ethel Mc- 
Lane here last Wednesday night, 
took place at 8 o'clock last night in 
a legal manner in the yard of the 
county jail. 

Fully 10.000 people were on the 
scene, but only a few hundred could 
see the execution, although almost 
the entire fence surrounding the 
scaffold had been torn down by the 
citizens while the trial was going on. 
It was only fifty minutes from the 
time the jury was sworn in until the 
negro was pronounced dead. 

Mathis arrived here at 6:40 last 
night from Louisville, in charge of 
Deputy Sheriffs Oscar Elmore and 
John Golloway and the militia com- 
pany of Hopkinsville. The local 
military company met the train and 
the negro was marched to the court 
house. 

Several attempts were made to 
seize the negro brute, and he was 
twice in the possession of the in- 
furiated mob. The soldiers quickly 
surrounded the negro and a number 
of members of the Hopkinsville com- 
pany were compelled to draw their 
guns and threaten to use them un- 
less the mob fell back. The negro 
would have met his death by lynch- 
ing, but the crowd decided to let the 
law inflict the purnishment after it 
had proceeded that far. 

Judge Bugg yesterday morning 
called the special term of court to 
order, and immediately adjourned 
until 7 o'clock last night. 

When court was opened at 
o'clock last night and the negro 
was brought before Judge Bugg, 
the Judge asked him if he had any- 
thing to say, he said: "I want some- 
one to pray for me." 

The sourt appointed W. S. Foy, 
one of the local attorneys, to repre- 
sent the defendant, and after a min- 
ute or two of consultation it was 
agreed that Mathis should pleac 
guilty. 

When the Judge asked him, 
"Guilty or not guilty?" he respond 
ed, "guilty." 

The jurors were ordered to their 
room and after being out 20 minutes 
they returned with a verdict of 
guilty, fixing his punishment at 
death. 

The Judge then ordered the pris- 
oner to stand, up and asked him if 
there was any reason why judgment 
should not be passed upon him. The 
prisoner answered "none." 

Judge Bugg then passed sentence 
and ordered that Mathis be taken 
to the jail and executed at once. 

The soldiers took charge of him, 
together with the Deputy Sheriff 
and the Jailer, and carried him amid 
great excitement through the streets 
packed with people to the jail, en- 
tering it at the north door. 

Mathis was hurried into the jail, 
where the necessary preparations 
were made before he was taken out 
of the south side of the building onto 
the scaffold. 

It is considered probably theuuick- 
_jt time ever made in the trial, con- 
viction and execution of a man.

Cincinnati, Ohio, August 2.-The 
United States Government has ap- 
pointed Lieutenant Waterman, of 
Ft. Thomas, Ky., as officer in charge 
of the monster exhibit to be made at 
the Fall Festival of this city. The 
officer is well known throughout 
this section.

May as Well Prepare 
Being Killed and 
Eaten.

The insatiable appetite of man 
comes very near devouring every- 
thing in the vegetable and animal 
world. The time has arrived for 
'killing doves and the slaughter is 
going on at a terrible rate. On 
every piece of land where the own- 
sr will allow it the bang of the gun 
s heard and birds are falling. Many 
of our older citizens can remember 
when pigebns were killed at the 
roosts by the wagon load, partridges 
were so plentiful that a dog was not 
necessary to find them, squirrel: 
had to be killed to keep them from 
mating up the corn bordering the 
woodland, and it was a common 
thing for the hunter to bring home 
a woodcock. .A man would blush to 
shuot a dove in those days and boys 
looked upon them as almost being a 
sacred bird and would hardly throw 
a rock at one of them.
